Why don't my nylon stoockings 
wear as long as they used to?

Don't you do as most women and 
buy 15 denier stockings for every 
occasion. Early nylons were 30 
denier, exactly twice as heavy. 

The 30 denier stockings are 
still available, but most of us pre- 
fer the 15 denier or even sheerer 
hosiery. It isn’t reasonable to 
expect these dress and evening 
sheers to give as long wear as the 
serviceable, but still flattering, 
30 denier stocking. Ask for a copy 
of Pubication 356, which will give 
you tips on buying hose.
